Chicago, June 5.— Disturbances at- 
tmtduit upon the paoklaf koos* tmun- 
•t«ra' etrike broke out alMsli when a 

wagon belonging to ex Aldernnan Diid- 
dleston, driven by a nonunion man, 
tried to land a load of hamH and ba- 
ooDs at the atatloa of the Chicago 
■■4 NortkwMtera nllroad. 

A crowd of Ftrlke sympathizers set 
upon the driver, overturned his wagon 
and Btole his meat. The driver, after 
belaboring some of bis assailants with 
a club, ran from the scene and when 
a I'atrol wapon full of iioliromcn. with 
a number of officers on toot, arrived, 
the crowd Fcattered. 

A tense feeling prevails over all the 
city. Down town street crossings are 
almoBt devoid of offirerB, t:ut the City 
ball reRemblee an army burracks. with 
hundreds of blue coated men drawn 
up In SQuads waiting for repetitions 
of Tuesday's rioting. 

A rltched battle occurred between a 
crowd of negroes, Imported from St. 
Louis, to take the places of the strik- 
ing yard teamsters, and strikers, at 
Flrty-lifth street and Center avenue. 
In which six negroes were badly In- 
Jured, two possibly mortally. 

The substitutes were driving wa- 
gons when they were assaulted. Many 
of their assailants were armed with 
lee picks they had taken from wapons 
and in the flght the negroes were bad 
ly lacerated by these weapons. One 
man had his thigh broken and was in- 
jnred internally. The imported ne- 
groes number about BO. 

At the stock yards attempts were 
made to relieve the semi-meat famine 
that Is oppressing the hotels and eat- 
ing houses. Early in the morning a 
caravan of six wagons — two from Ar- 
mours, two from Swifts and one each 
from Nelson Morris and SohwarZ' 
sohild k Sulzberger's plants— started 
under the escort of a patrol of 16 po- 
lice men toward the down town dls> 
tricts to supply stores with meat 

At 9 o'clock an Imposing caravan of 
38 loads of beef, interspersed with llvs 
busses containing policemen, came 
out of the Htoek yards amid hoots and 
ories of derision from the crowd. It 
looked not unlike a well guardeid irk* 
gon train of some small army. Of the 
wagons, 16 belonged to Swift & Cora' 
pany, three to Schwarzchild & Sulz- 
berger, nine to Armour ft Company, 
Ave to Nelson Morris ft Company, 
foor to Llbby. McNeil ft Libby, and 
one to the Anglo-American company 

The large meat caravan reached the 
Illinois Central depots at Twelfth 
street, at 10 o'clock, aecompanled by a 
oonstantly increasing crowd. During 
the unloading of meat at the depot 
the mob showed its ugly temper by 
throwing coal and bricks, but the well 
Araed poHeo guard served to check 
Mrioos demonstrations. 

With Drawn Revolvers. 

Ststnrtiances due to the teamsters' 
Strike Increased in ferocity and fre 
queney. Policemen In a number of 
instancefi had to draw thdr revolvers 
to protect themselves. Several ot 
them had their clubs not only taken 
from them, but used against them. 
The hospitals began to feel the effect 
of the battling by the increased nam' 
her of patients, and the police sta- 
tions were scarcely able to bold the 
rioters arrested. One of the most seri- 
ous riots broke out at Congress and 
State, and Harrison and State streets. 
By some manuever, the titrikero suc- 
OMdCd la dividing the 38 wagon car- 
avus (the second one to leave the 
yards), so that the front of it lay at 
Congress street, on State, and th« 
rear at Harrison. While the van- 
guard battled with a crowd, which 
hurled broken bottles, sUls eggs and 
other missiles. Including spools ot 
thread thrown by women sympathiz- 
ers in the crowd, the rear guard was 
called upon to defend Itfslf against 
a mare serious attack. 
' At this place the mob mad* a des- 
perate assault on the drivers, but was 
compelled to turn its attention to th« 
police, who came up on the run. Twice 
the blue coats hurled themselves 
against the Infuriated men, and twice 
they were rebuffed and crowded back. 
It was the most desperate clash the 
police have had with citizens In years, 
la some InsUnces the strikers and 
their sympathisers wrenched dabs 



from t!ie policemen, and used them 
ageinst their owners. Meanwhile sev- 
eral men had gained a poaition of ad 
vantage on the elevated loop, from 
which they fired missiles at the otn- 
cers. In this way Officer .lohn .Mc 
Oulre was hit in the head with a 
hoiM shoe, and so seriously Injured 
that he had to be taken to a hospital. 

An Incident of the fights was the 
smashing of an automobile. In which 
were seated a gentleman and a com- 
panion. The machine was caught in 
one of the blockades and smashed to 
splinters. Another machine, in which 
were two women, wh« caught in a 
similar predicament. The occupants 
were so frightened by the riot about 
them that ^hey were on the point of 
fainting when r^eoued by police.

Providence. June 6.— Every street- 
car line In Khode Island, barring those 
in Newport, in WoonsocUot. in the 
Bcituafes and in Foster, which are in 
depenrtf'nt companies, was tied up at 
midnight. I1iis was the result pt a 
decision reached by Division 800 ot 
the .^malgamatrtl Association ot 
Street Railway Employes at a special 
meeting. 

A 10-hour bill for street railway em- 
ployes was unanimously adopted by 

the general asseml;iy last fall It was 
to Ko into effect \mt Sunday. On Sat- 
urday the United Traction company 
posted notices to the effect that the 
10-honr act was unconstitutional, and 
that It was the intention to test It In 
the supreme court. 

Division No. 200 sent an ultimatum 
to the United Traction company, 
which is about to be controlled by a 
Philadelphia syndicate, Tlie demann 
Included a specific observance of the 
10-hoar law; that nil employes who 
are now receiving more than t2.25 a 
day shall continue to have the same 
wage for 10 hours' work, an.) tliut all 
others shall be paid 20 cents an b^ur 
for 10 consecutive hours.

MiteheH's Movements. 
Wilkesbarre. Pa., June 5. — There 
was much speculation around strike 

headquarters over the purpos*' of 
Pre.sident .Mitchell's visit to Bcranton, 
where he saw some of the national 
railway labor union leaders. Mr. Mit- 
chell returned from Soranton. and all 
attempts to get him to talk about the 
nature of his conference with Frank 
P. Sargent, the chief of the locomotive 
firemen, was futile. All he would say 
was that his call upon Sargent was 
merely a social one. It is believed 
however, that a new move of some 
sort. In which the railroaders may be 
Involved, Is among the possibilities of 
the near ftiture. The entire region 
was reported quiet at starting time. 
At only two places in the Wyoming 
valley were there any signs of a dem- 
onstration against the itaen who are 
working the pumps. At Miners Mills, 
a crowd gathered early and mt-t each 
trolley car as It came into the town. 
As the workmen got off the car under 
the protection of the coal and iron po- 
lice they were hooted and called un- 
complimentary names. There was no 
attempt at violence. 

Military Prisoners Released. 
San Francisco, June 5.— The prison 
doors opened for 17 ex-voiunteer sol- 
diers, who have been undergoing sen- 
tence at Aiacatraz islands. After serv- 
ing from some 18 months to three 
years, both in prisons of the Philip- 
pine Islands and the local military 
prisons, these men will once more be 
free. Tlie men will be released under 
the decision of Judge Sanborn, which 
the supreme court has sustained, that 
the volunteer soldier can not be tried 
by ofllcers of the regular army, or 
other branchea of the service.

Albany, June B. — Supreme Cotirt 
Justice Chester granted permanently 
an in)unetl«B raotratelac eartala beet 

packing companies of the west from 
carrying on business in this state, In 
violation of ^e provlaioaa of the Don- 
nelly anti-tniFt law. The order was 
served upon the representatives of 
the concerns In this city and Troy, 
and will be served on others through- 
out the state as quickly as they can 
be reached. It was obtained apoa the 
affidavit of D. W. Jleredlth, a former 
manager of Swift & Company. 

The Injunction la directed against 
Armour ft Company. Swift ft Com- 
pany, Cudahy Packing company, Ham 
mond ciinipauy. Schwarzchild & Sulz- 
berger Coiupany, domestic and foreign 
corporations, and against .Nelson Mor- 
ris, Edward Morris and Ira M. Morris, 
co-partners, carrying on business as 
Nelson Morris ft Company. Their 
man.itrers are restrained from fixing 
the jirices to he charged for meat. 

They are also enjoined from acting 
under any agreement whereby the 
price of labor shall be affsetcd. 

Action In Missouri Courts. 
Jeflerson City, Mo . June 5. — Attor- 
neys Hagerman and New appeared be- 
fore the supreme court and asked the 
court to allow the Behwarehlld ft Sulz 
berger Packing company to iiccept the 
first count in the aitciney general's 
Information against them to the effect 
that tlie company Is operating in this 
state without a charter from the sec- 
retary of state. .Messrs Haf-'''rman and 
New stated that if the court would ac- 
cept that, the compai.y would pay the 
$1,000 fine imposed by law, and at 
once take out a charter, and then this 
company wouhl I c upon an < (ju:!! foot- 
ing witli the packing companies in the 
proceedings against them for violat- 
ing the anti-trust law. Attorney Qen- 
oral Crow stated that he was wUHng 
to accept the line If it would not bar 
him from proceeding against this com- 
pany, the Hariie as the other com- 
panies. At this time the court an- 
nounced that It had overruled the mo- 
tion ( f all the packing companies to 
quash the ioformation hied against 
them by the attorney general. The 
court then took a recess and later li 
will announce whether or not it will 
accept the offer of Schwarzchild & 
Sulzberger to pay the tine and lake 
out a charter and combine with the 
other companies in the suit, and also 
fix the date on which the attorneys 
for the beef companies must file their 
returns and ))lea<ling8 to the Informa- 
tion hied against them. When the 
court announced that it had overruled 
the motion to quash the Information 
In the case. Mr. New announced to 
the court that he wished to enter ex- 
ceptions to the overruling of the mo- 
tion. This was regarded by the court 
and the attorney general as the first 
indication that the beef trust would 
carry the case to the federal court. 



A Seaman's Good tuck. 
Berlin, June 5.— Admiral Prince 
Henry of Prussia has exchanged pres- 
ents with an ordinary seaman of his 
squadron. When Prince Henry's 
great grandmother. Queen Louise, was 
fleeing from .N'apoleon, in 1806, she 
took shelter one uigbt In the dwelling 
of a peasant. The next morning the 
queen gave her peasant host a beauti- 
ful watch, togi'ther with certain docu- 
ments, which were preserved in this 
peasant family as heirlooms. This 
watch came eventually to be carried 
by a sailor on a vessel of Prince Hen- 
ry's squadron. Prince Henry noticed 
the sailor's time piece, examined and 
admired It, whereupon the owner pre- 
sented it to the prince. The gift was 
accepted by Prince Henry with cour- 
teous expressions of his thanks. L&tei 
the iirince made inciuiiies concerning 
the sailor's aspiration, and as a result 
he secured his entrance to the school 
ot navigation at Hamburg, and gave 
hUa money with which to pay all the 
etpenses of a course thera. 

Rangoon, British Burmah, June 6. — 
—The British steamer CaiBorta, from 
Madras for this port, with 600 passen- 
gers, all natives, which was believed 
to have foundered on May C in a cy- 
clone, has been discovered sunk at 
Baragua Flats, In the Irrawaddy Del- 
ta, directly In the track of shlpptng. 
The topmasts of the vessel protrude 
above the surface of the water.

Fatal Conflict Between Steel Strikers 
' aad Other Workmen. • 
Bdwardsville, Ills., June 5.— A riot 
broke out between several hundred 
striking niolders and nonunion em- 
ployes of the American Steel and 
Foundry company, and as a result five 
men, two negroes, nonnnlon workers. 

and three white strikers, Avere shot, 
two of the latter fatally. As far as 
can be IsarMd, the aamas ot the 
wounded are: John Bufllngton, 24, 
shot in the back, bullet lodging in the 
kidneys, condition serious; S H. .Met 
ford, 35, shot in the right arm; Alex- 
ander Matthews. SO. shot la the left 
leg. The trouble broke out when a 
train load of employes of the steel 
company, who had not struck, icached 
Granite City. As the men were pro- 
ceeding through a narrow lane to 
their work in the mills, they were 
first threatened by the strikers and 
then asKailed with stones. lievohcrs 
were then brought into play and sev- 
eral shots were fired by totli parties. 
Two nonunion men, negroes, and 
three white strikers received wounds. 

Preacher Confesses to Arson. 

Santa Cruz. Cal.. June 5.— -Rcv. 
James Laurier Rogers, formerly a well 
known Baptist minister, who recently 
embraced Mohammodlsm, has con- 
fessed himself guilty of arson, and Is 
now in custody. He set fire to sev- 
eral buildings at a dairy, where he 
was working for the Isneflt of his 
health. His motive for the crime, he 
says, was revenge on those who had 
compelled him to do luenial service 
The iire destroyed his clerical library, 
three ministerial suits and a golc 
watch presented to him by his former 
congregation at Ooala. Fla. He will 
be examined as to his sanity. 

Price of Steel Rails. 
New York, June ,'>. — 'I'he steel rail 
pool is belleveil to have fixed the price 
of steel rails for 1!>03 at 128 a ton, 
the rate now prevailing. A large num- 
ber of orders for next year already 
have lieen placed, among them sev- 
eral trnia important railroads in both 
the west and sast. Heretofore the 
pool has not fixed Its price until fall, 
but owing to the large demand and to 
the fact tjiat the entire production for 
\W2 is already sold It was necessary 
this year tor the manufacturers to 
take earlier action than usnal.

Six Votes Against it 
Pretoria. Jtme 6.— The ballot of th« 

Doers at Vereelnging resulted In S4 
votes In fa\-or of surrender and Six 
against it. Preparations ine being 
made here for the surrender of the 
Boer commandoes, which will taka 
place on the race course. All the 
Boers are allowed perfect freedom. 
There will be thiii:;vsi;lvliif; si-rvices 

Sunday, June 8, on the church square, 
in which It ia hoped the Boers will 

parildpate. The women In the con- 
centration camps are an.xloiis to re- 
tiiru to their homes Immediately, but 
this will be Impossible until a sys- 
tem of supply depots for the outlying 
districts Is established Oeneral Ba- 
den Powell is arranging for the dis- 
tribution of mounted constabulary in 
various districts. The police, railroad 
and telegraphs will be handed over to 

the civil aiithnrities as soon as iio^-l 
ble, and the restrictions of uiartial 
law will be gradually relaxed. 

Important Diplomatic Changes. 
Washington, June 5. — Two import- 
ant changes in the diplomatic repra* 
sentatlon at Washington were an- 
nounced. The Hon. Michael Herbert 
succeeds the late Lord Pauncefofe as 
British ambassador and Senor De Oje- 
da succeeds the Duke de Arcos as 
Spanish minister. Notice of Mr. Her- 
bert's appointment came to the state 
d(paririient lhrcmj;h the British em- 
bassy here. It simply confirmed the 
judgment ot ofllclals as to the succes- 
sion, and Is welcomed by theni At 
present Mr. Herbert occupies a idace 
without a counterpart in the .\ineri- 
cau diplomatic service. He is first se<;- 
retary ot ambaaay at Parte, but wiM^ 
the rank of minister plenipotentiary. 
In very few instances does the British 
government employ an official of such 
high rank in the office of secretary of 
embaaay. The change In the Spanish 
legation' here came as a <listinct sur- 
prise to all but the intimate friends 
of the Duke de Arcos He came to 
the United States as the first Spanish 
minister sfter the war, and naturally 
fiis p( siflon was a very da]icnt.> one, 
requiriu!; the exhibition of infinite 
tact to avoid unpleasent incidents. 

Ugly Railroad Wreck. 
Ilcdding. Cal., Juue 5. — The soiiih- 
ix iind Oregon expre'.-s on the South- 
ern Pacific was wrecked near Clear 
Creek, four miles from this city, about 
11 p. m. The a<'cident was caused b.v 
a half open switch, which had evi- 
dently been left in that condition by 
some unknown person The train Is a 
double-header, and was n-rnlng down 
grade at great speed. Hoth enKines 
were thrown In the ditch and com- 
pletely wrecked. Kn^ineer J .M. White 
and Fireman Fred Taffel of the tot- 
ward engine were thrown imder the 
wi»-cUaKe and irnslieil to deiith, their 
bodies being feai fully mangled. The 
mall car waa thrown across the track 
and all ot the paaaeager ooachea were 
ditched.

THE CROP OUTLOOK, 



An Viewed \ty the \>euther Bureau, in Ken- 
tlvky— Conditions Favorable t* 

I For week ending June :f. | 

Very cool wMtber prevailed until Sat- 
urday, when it turned warmer. Linht 
frost occurred on the L'Sth if muny local- 
itiei, but no eerioua damaxe was report- 
ed. The rainfall waa itenerally llRiit, the 
)ii-:i\i*-'t hoini; in the eastern and north* 
central portions of the State. 

The cool weather WM ratber iaTorable 
to wheat and it ehoVfl wme improve- 
ment, but it has headed low and gener- 
ally witli abort Leads; it la thin on the 
ground and will give a very light yield. 

Considerable tobacco, probably about 
three-dftba of the crop, liae been set out. 
It is doing fairly well, but grasshoppers 
and cutworms are injuring it in some 
place*. Tfie balance of the crop will be 
set this week, if favorable weather occurs. 
In the central and eastern sections plants 
are scarce and tlie acreaK? will be re- 
duced considerably on that account.
